Lingen Completes Research

Senior Joan Lingen is one of 79 
students from around the country 
who did advance research in Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, under a ten week 
summer program. The U.S. 
Department of Energy’s Student 
Research Participation Program 
spunsored the program. a 

Lingen, a biology-premedicine 
major, worked in the Medical and 
Health Sciences Division at Oak 
Ridge Associated Universities. Her 
project involved synthesis and tissue 
distribution studies of radiolabelled 
analogs of alpha-aminoisobutyric 
acid as possible tumor-imaging 
agents. — 

Basically, she was working in a 
lab with a tumor localizer. Lingen 
was adding to the structure in un- 
natural amino acids, the basic 
building blocks of protein except 
with a slightly changed structure, to 
see how the intake of the amino acid 
increased or decreased. _ ; 

Lingen was experimenting with 
albino rats to detect how the altered 
amino acids were distributed. This 
was done by tracing the radio ac- 
tivity incorporated into the com- 

und.

All the students lived together on a 
floor of apartment-styled dorms at 
the University of Tennessee. 
They made a 50 mile trip round trip 
between Knoxville and Oakridge 
every day. Living in apartments 
with students from all over the 
country enabled Lingen to learn 
about many other research projects. 

“It was a wonderful experience, ” 
related Lingen, who plans on en- 
tering medical school next year. “I

try to get into this type of program.” 
She also noted that an interested 
student must take the initiative to 
get the application and letters of 
recommendation. 

Although Lingen thought research 
was a good experience, she doesn’t 
want to continue it. She feels a 
career of clinical medicine will give 
her more interaction with people 
that the six to eight people she’d see 
day after day in research. 

“Doing the work helped show me 
how research applies to clinical 
medicine,” stated Lingen. She en- 
joyed seeing results from her ‘ex- 
periments and see them being used. 


Since radiopharmaceuticals is an 
applied science she was able to use 
her knowledge of physics, biology 
and math. “It was a neat way to pull 


everything together,” remarked

Karen Barber bought a dozen 
Spanish comic books at a rummage 
sale when she was twelve years old, 
but had no idea the ten cent pur- 
chase would influence her life so 
greatly. Today, the Clarke Spanish, 
business major says this incident 
influenced her deep interest in the 
Spanish culture. Barber spent last 
year studying at the University of St. 
Louis in Madrid, Spain.

Barber said a Spanish general 
was assasinated near a bus stop 
Barber often waited by. “It wag 
scary to think a terrorist group was 
doing real live terrorist action 
within five miles of my location.” 

Barber made many new friends 
during her stay. Two new aquain- } 
tances were children she gave 
private English lessons to. She still 
writes to them and hopes to visit 
them again. 

Barber also renewed old friend- 
ships while in Spain. Nuria Griseld, 
a girl from Barcelona, who had been 
a foreign exchange student in 
Barber’s high school, entertained 
Barber often.-Griseld and her family 
hosted Barber over the Christmas 
and Easter holidays. “They were 
good to me. They wanted me to have 
@ good experience and I am very 
erateful to them for that,’ Barber 
said, ; 


Barber returned to her home in 
Grand Rapids, Iowa in June. She 
said she suffered a slight case. of 
culture shock when she first arrived 
here. “English didn’t register at all 
to me at first. I got a headache from 
hearing everyone chattering 
English to me.”
